D.A. McKesson Launches Drive

"Narcotics, juvenile delin­ 
quency, and the constant threat 
to Los Angeles County of or­ 
ganized crime presents local 
law enforcement agencies their 
greatest challenges," District 
Attorney William B. McKesson 
said yesterday.

The evaluation came as Mc­ 
Kesson formally opened his 
drive for re-election to the post 

now holds.
We in Southern California 

are fully aware of the serious­ 
ness of the narcotics probem," 
McKeson said. "If re-elected, 
this problem will continue to 
receive top priority from my 
office. It is now a mutter of 
major concern to us. The of­ 
fice, however, as the busiest 
prosecutor's office in the coun­ 
try, lias many other time-con­ 
suming demands, all of which 
must continue to be given care­

ful attention. Because of the 
work we have done on the 
problem during the past 
months, I anticipate that our 
approach toward a solution of 
the narcotics problem will soon 
begin to show effective re­ 
sults."

McKESSON SAID juvenile 
delinquency is closely allied to 
the narcotics problem because 
of the increasing use of nar­ 
cotics by juveniles.

The District Attorney added 
that the third greatest problem 
is one w h i c h is a constant 
threat . . . the posibility of 
organized crime getting started 
in Los Angeles. "My office con­ 
siders the continued preven­ 
tion of any organized crime 
beachhead in this area is one 
of our major efforts."
